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NEGRO SHOOTS 
MANY PERSONS 


Wounds Twenty-nine Men at 
Monroe, UL 


RUNS AMUCK ON THE STREET 


Fire* First at Every White Man in 


Might and Then Indiscriminately at 


Every Object Before Him— Negro 


Finally Killed and His Body Pub­ 


licly Burned. 


Monroe,-La., Aug. 25.—Angered, It 
is believed that two of his friends 
had recently been shot by police offi­ 
cers in this city, William S. Wade, a 
negro, ran amuck on the principal 
business street of Monroe with a dou­ 
ble-barrel shotgun, shooting first at 
every white man he saw, and then 
very indiscriminately at every object 
before him. The fire was returned 
and the negro finally fell dead with a 
bullet through his heart, but not be­ 
fore twenty-nine men, three of them 
members of his own race, had been 
more or less seriously wounded. The 
seriously wounded are: 
Hugh Bigger, police officer, shot in 
the abdomen and thigh, may die. 
T. H. Grant, deputy sheriff, shot in 
the neck and breast, may die. 
Simon Marks, merchant, Tuskegee, 
Ala., shot in the breast and face, may 
die. 
George 
McCormick, 
manager of 
Quachita Lumber company, arm shat­ 
tered. 
Among the slightly wounded are 
Dr. A. A. Forsythe, mayor of Monroe; 
Dr. D. A. Breard. banker and presi­ 
dent of the North Louisiana Shingle 
company; Bd Strong, cashier South­ 
ern Express company; Joe Thompson, 
chief dispatcher on Iron Mountain 
railroad; Albert Marx, vice president 
Southern Hardware company; J. L. 
Kendall, train master, Iron Mountain 
railroad; D. G. Trousdale, secretary 
and treasurer Southern Grocery com­ 
pany; J. W. Merman, agent Wella- 
Fargo Express company. 
Wade’s body was publicly burned 
after it had been cut down from a 
pole on which it had been hung for 
half an hour or more after he was 
killed. 
It was first reported that Wade was 
half crazed at the time from the ef­ 
fects of cocaine and whiskey, but an 
investigation by the police showed 
that when he purchased the shotgun 
and box of shells a few minutes be­ 
fore he opened fire on the first vic­ 
tim, there was nothing unusual in his 
manner. He had not been drinking 
nor did he show any evidence of hav­ 
ing taken cocaine. 
Wade came to Monroe recently from 
Pine Bluff, Ark. He was accompa­ 
nied by several other negroes and 
they commenced to make trouble for 
the local police soon after they ar­ 
rived. It was alleged that they were 
members of a society in Arkansas, 
which had as its object revenge for 
all injuries done the black race.

Denver, Aug. 25.—That the adul­ 
teration of food will soon cease alto­ 
gether in this country and that the 
Remsen referee bourd, appointed at 
the instance of President Roosevelt 
to investigate the use of benzoate of 
soda as a preservative, would be sus­ 
tained by his department, were asser­ 
tions of Secretary of Agriculture 
James Wilson at the opening of the 
annual convention of the Association 
of State and National Food and Dairy 
Departments. 
Secretary 
Wilson’s 
remarks fol­ 
lowed a bitter attack by J. Q. Emery 
of Madison, Wi3., president of the as­ 
sociation. 
Pointing his finger at the secretary, 
Mr. Emery disputed the report of the 
referee board that, benzoate had been 
found to be not harmful, and then ac­ 
cused the secretary of having urged 
President Roosevelt to block a rein­ 
vestigation of the subject. 
“Let me say,” declared Secretary 
Wilson, jumping to his feet, “that if 
we had money enough down there in 
Washington to employ Dr, Ira Rem­ 
sen and the other four chemists on his 
board we would try to get them into 
the department of agriculture. I have 
told the president that we want the 
biggest men in the country in the de­ 
partment or the department will cease 
to grow and when It ceases to grow I 
don't want anything more to do with 
it."

WILL BENEFIT BY 


COURT’S DECISION 


Manufacturers and Producers 
Chief Beneficiaries. 


Chicago, Aug. 25.—Manufacturers 
and producers generally of the terri­ 
tory lying between Buffalo, Pittsburg 
and Parkersburg, on the east, and 
the Mississippi river on the west, are 
regarded as the greatest beneficiaries 
by the majority decision of United 
States court here permanently enjoin­ 
ing the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion from enforcing its seaboard- 
Missouri river through rate in the fa­ 
mous Missouri river rate case. 
The opinion of Judges Grosscup and 
Kohlsaat (Judge Baker dissenting), if 
sustained by the supreme court of the 
United States, will greatly curtail the 
power of the commission over trans­ 
portation rates, restricting it to a 
sort of police court adjudication of 
specific cases of alleged discrimina­ 
tion. The rate-making power remains 
in the hands of the railroads. 
The Missouri river cities which 
would have profited had the commis­ 
sion’s order been allowed to go into 
effect, benefit by the court’s ruling in 
the Denver rate case. In the latter a 
temporary restraining order was is­ 
sued.

Rhelms, Aug. 25.—A marvelous pro­ 
longed high flight of eighteen and one- 
half miles In a 20-knot breeze, by Paul- 
ham, and the establishment of a new 
world’s record for ten kilometers at 
the rate of 46 miles an hour by Ble- 
riot, were the features of the aerial 
race meeting here. 
Owing to the high wind there would 
have been no flights except for tho 
visit of President Fallieres and his 
cabinet. The president was accom­ 
panied by distinguished officers of the 
French and British armies. His pres­ 
ence stimulated the sky pilots and a 
doen machines were brought out on 
the field, but a majority of them were 
unable to battle against the wind. 
Young Bunau-Varilla, however, with 
his machine plunging like a ship in a 
stormy sea, managed to navigate the 
turbulent air currents for one round. 
Then Paulham, who already had won 
a reputation for courage, and endur­ 
ance, began his thrilling flight. He 
made the first two rounds at an alti­ 
tude of 250 feet, but ascending in front 
of the tribunes as he entered the third 
circuit, he reached a height of be­ 
tween 400 and 500 feet. The specta­ 
tors gazed aloft in admiration, min­ 
gled with horror, and as they watched, 
the biplane struck what seemed a 
dangerous angle. The machine swayed 
in the wind, but each time righted it­ 
self. 
Paulham completed his exploit with 
a wonderful exhibition of maneuver­ 
ing. His achievement has made him 
the unrivalled hero of the meeting. 
Bleriot’s record-making lap was ac­ 
complished with his 80-horsepower 
machine at a low level. He made the 
circuit of 6% miles in 8 minutes, 4% 
seconds. The best previous record 
was made Monday by Glenn H. Cur­ 
tiss, the American aviator, in 8 min­ 
utes, 35% seconds.

Victoria, B. C., Aug. 25.—A tragic 
story of the wreck of the Norwegian 
bark Erral, which struck Middletcn 
reef June 18, was brought to port by 
the steamer Makura from Australia. 
Only five of the twenty-two men 
aboard the Erral were alive when the 
wreck was discovered by the steamer 
Tafu. These were taken aboard the 
Tafu, nearly dead from thirst and 
starvation. 
Captain Anderson and the second 
mate were drowned while building a 
raft. Anderson’s wife and children 
saw him disappear, and finally, after 
others had succumbed and the remain­ 
der were weak from starvation, the 
captain’s wife drowned her four chil­ 
dren under the impression that the 
five survivors were planning a resort 
to cannibalism. She followed her 
children into the waves.

VESSELS COLLIDE 


IN A RAIN STORM

More Than a Hundred and Flit) 


Montevideo, Aug. 25.—Between 150 
and 200 persons were drowned or oth­ 
erwise killed when in a driving rain­ 
storm the Argentine excursion steam­ 
er Colombia and the North German 
Lloyd steamer Schlesien collided at 
the entrance of Montevideo harbor. 
The Colombia was entering port and 
tho Schlesien was outward-bound for 
Bremen. The Colombia’s bow was 
crushed in and she sank almost im­ 
mediately. 
Thd Colombia carried 200 passen­ 
gers and a crew of 48 men. Most of 
the passengers were asleep and panic 
followed the crash. Almost imme­ 
diately small boats put out to the 
sinking steamer, but the work of res­ 
cue was rendered very difficult by the 
high sea. About seventy persons were 
brought ashore. Most of the dead 
are women and children. A majority 
of the survivors are men. 
The Colombia was carrying excur­ 
sionists from Buenos Ayres to a fes­ 
tival at Montevideo and the disaster 
has caused the keenest emotion. The 
Uraguayan 
government, 
in 
conse­ 
quence, has postponed the fetes ar­ 
ranged for the celebration of the in­ 
auguration of the port. 
The Schleselu was only slightly 
damaged and has been detained here 


by the port authorities. Her com­ 
mender attributes the collision to the 
wind and the high seas, which modo 
both steamers almost unmanageable. 
The channel is now partially obstruct­ 
ed by the wreck of the Colombia. Most 
of the survivors of that vessel were 
taken from the masts and many of 
them were Injured. While great num­ 
bers of women and children were 
drowned, almost every one of the 
ship’s complement was saved. Scores 
of bodies have been recovered and are 
now lying at the custom house, but 
many of them have not been identi­ 
fied.

The government has gone into the 
ice business, that is, it is experiment­ 
ing with the proposition, the idea 
being to manufacture ice for the use 
of the various departments in Wash­ 
ington, and the difference between 
what it costs them and the price 
they have been paying the ice dealers 
has astonished the consumers. 
The 
treasury department uses a ton of ice 
daily in its water coolers and it has 
been paying private dealers $7.65 for 
every ton. 
The postoffice depart­ 
ment has charge of the ice making 
and as it has turned out more than 
that branch of the government could 
use, the treasury department has been 
supplied at actual cost, 65 cents a 
ton, a saving of $7 on every ton 
used. 
The government of course 
makes the product cheaper than pri­ 
vate concerns could, but undoubtedly 
interest on the investment, depre­ 
ciation and other things they figure 
to make the business profitable, does 
not enter into account at tjie price 
quoted, but even with these items 
added, the difference between $7.65 
and 65 cents a ton offers a wide lati­ 
tude.

Statue by Rodin to Be Unveiled— T r a g ­ 
ic History of Author's Daughter. 
The dedication of a statue of Victor 
Hugo by Rodin on Sept. 20, the fif­ 
tieth anniversary of the publication of 
the ‘‘Legeode des Siecles” (“Story of 
the Centuries”), Is to be made the oc­ 
casion of a week's literary celebration 
In memory of the great novelist and 
poet. There will be a ceremony a t the 
Pantheon, a revival at the Comedic 
Francaise of “Le Ro! s*Amuse,” with 
Silvain in the part of Trlboulot, and a 
ceremony in front of Notre Dame, 
with a procession of vagabonds carry­ 
ing colored torches. 
The loge will be reserved a t the 
Comedie Francaise for Adele Hugo, 
the daughter of the poet, whose sad 
and tragic history aroused the sym ­ 
pathy of the world. As a girl she was 
kidnaped at Guernsey by an English 
officer. 
Her parents searched Europe 
for her without obtaining a trace of 
her whereabouts, when, several months 
later, a girl was found wandering 
alone, apparently demented, in the 
streets of New York. 
“I am the 
daughter of Victor Hugo,” was all she 
ever said. 
She w as sent back to 
France to ber parents, but she kept 
her lips sealed, aud the mystery of her 
martyrdom, perhaps a stranger and 
more absorbing dram a than her father 
ever wrote, was never revealed. 
She 
never entirely recovered her reason 
and since the death of her father has 
lived in his villa, morose, solitary and 
alone, seldom speaking, and never of 
the past. 
Occasionally she comes to 
Paris to witness from the back of a 
darkened box the reproduction of one 
of her father’s plays, but otherwise she 
lives In seclusion, having no friends 
and never receiving visitors.

GLOOM COVERS THE VILLAGE 


Funeral of Strikers Held at M cKees 
Rocks, Pa. 
Pittsburg, Aug. 25.—Gloom covered 
the little manufacturing village of 
McKees Rocks like a pall during the 
day. 
Long funeral processions, piti­ 
ful in their attempt at proper de­ 
corum. wonded their way at queer 
hours from the Greek Catholic church 
to St. Mary’s cemetery, a small bury­ 
ing place just outside Schoenville. 
The strikers and their families crowd- 
ed in the van of those funeral trains, 
dressed in their finery and hearing an 
air of deep grief. 
One band of eight 
musicians 
furnished 
the 
tunes 
to 
which tho strikers tramped in dust 
and grime fo pay their respects to 
the men they look upon as martyrs to 
a now lost cause. 
The finding of three more bodies of 
terribly beaten strike sympathizers 
was also horrifying in its ghastliness, 
for troopers, detailed to the work of 
searching 
for 
dead 
and 
wounded, 
made little effort to spare the feelings 
of the men who gathered about them 
when the bodies, two under a pile of 
railroad ties and one under a culvert 
on the tracks of the Pittsburg and 
Lake Erie railroad, were pulled into 
sight. The corpses, hardly recogniz­ 
able as those of human beings, were 
hastily piled into a morgue wagon 
and turned over to the county offi­ 
cials. With the burial of the dead 
strikers and the finding of the addi­ 
tional bodies came a truce in hostili­ 
ties. From dawn to nightfall not a 
pistol shot was heard, neither was 
an arrest made.

OR the first time in forty years 
a constitutional amendment is 
being submitted to the legis­ 
la tu re s of the various states. 
It wan in 1800 that the fifteenth 
amendment, providing that the right 
to vote should not be abridged be­ 
cause of ‘‘race, color or previous con­ 
dition of servitude,” was submitted. 
The year following it was approved. 
Indeed, it is worthy of note that no 
amendment bas ever been submitted 
by congress in the regular way that 
bas not been ratified by the states, 
lf 
this is a criterion, the income tax 
amendment now proposed is already 
as good as adopted. 
The method laid down in the consti­ 
tution for its own amendment pro­ 
vides that two-thirds of each house of 
congress shall be required for the sub­ 
mission of the proposed change, after 
which it must be ratified by the legis­ 
latures of three-fourths of the states. 
The present amendment has already 
received the two-thirds majority of the 
two houses of congress and has been 
certified by the president to the gov­ 
ernors of the forty-six states. 
It will 
probably be acted on by the legis­ 
latures next winter. 
Another method for the amendment 
of the constitution has been provided, 
but it has never been invoked.

never been questioned before, that it

perhaps the bitterest in their com­ 
ments, there was nowhere a proposal 
to disregard the finding of the court. 
Nor was there ever another serious at­ 
tempt to pass an income tax law, al­ 
though fourteen years have elapsed, 
until 
the 
constitutional 
disability, 
whether fancied or real, had been re­ 
moved. 
True, the measure has been 
discussed at various times, and, while 
a vast majority of the American peo­ 
ple have always favored such a tax, 
thd consensus of public opinion has 
been against passing the law a second 
time in the face of an adverse court 
decision, although there was a well 
nigh universal opinion th at the decision 
was a mistaken one. T hat is a triumph

to call it. A few desultory attem pts of 
this sort have been proposed or dis­ 
cussed, but nothing ever came of them. 
One such proposal was iu connection 
with the election of senators by popu­ 
lar vote. The house of representatives 
has also proposed this amendment sev­ 
eral times and passed it by practical­ 
ly a unanimous vote, but the senate 
has refused to concur. 
Is it possible 
that a majority of our honorable sena­ 
tors are afraid of the people? At any 
rate, they seem opposed to any change 
in the method of choosing senators, In­ 
volving, as it might, a change In the 
character of the senators so chosen. It 
is evident that the only way the Amer­ 
ican people will ever get election of 
senators by direct vote is to instruct 
their legislators to choose senators 
committed to this reform. 
The Income Tax Decision. 
The history of the income tax has 
been somewhat different from th at of 
popular election of senators, although 
tho two reforms have been advocated 
in the main by the same progressive 
element. 
Popular election of nenators 
has never had a legal existence, al­ 
though practiced in some states, while 
the income tax was in use among the 
colonies and in certain states, was 
adopted by the general government 
during the civil war and was a recog­ 
nized method of taxation, both state 
and national, until declared unconsti­ 
tutional by the supreme court in 1895. 
It is to remove the obstacle then raised 
that the present constitutional amend­ 
ment is proposed. 
No decision since that on the Dred 
Scott case in the troubled days before 
the war ev#r aroused the storm of 
criticism against our highest judicial 
tribunal that followed this finding in 
the income tax case. 
The fact that 
the tax had stood since the founda- 


of law and of democratic government 
worth remembering. 
Favored by Eoosevelt. 
The income tax law of 1894 was a 
part of the Wilson tariff bill, and its 
nulification left the government ham­ 
pered for funds. 
In subsequent years 
It was discussed by the Democrats and 
later was taken up by President Boose 
velt. 
No serious purpose to put it on 
the statute books was shown by con­ 
gress, however, until the extra session 
of this year, when the sidetracking of 
the inheritance tax proposed by the 
house left the way open for an income 
tax amendment. 
W ith considerable 
glee the insurgents and Democrats an­ 
nounced that they had enough votes 
to adopt the measure. 
It was at this 
point that the administration came for­ 
ward with its double proposal of a 
corporation tax and of a constitutional 
amendment to permit an income tax, 
which had the effect of sidetracking 
the immediate consideration of the in­ 
come tax amendment and thus saved 
the supreme court from reversing it­ 
self or a second tim e declaring this 
long recognized form of taxation un­ 
constitutional. 
In England, where the income tax 
has been in force for many years, it 
was once opposed by Gladstone on the 
ground that it made “a nation of 
liars.” 
Despite the criticism by Eng­ 
land’s Grand Old Man, the tax was re­ 
tained. but the objection was noted 
and the ground for It removed In 
rather an ingenious way. At the time 
of Gladstone’s stricture the British 
method of collecting the tax was like 
our own—that is, it w as collected from 
the man who received the income. 
Now it is collected from the man who 
pays the income—th at is, if one is 
paid a salary the tax is deducted be­ 
fore he receives it; if he is paid a divi­ 
dend on stocks the sam e method is 
pursued, and similar devices are re­ 
sorted to In cases of (hose who receive 


rents or fixed profits. 
Annuities are 
treated in like manner, while In the 
case of corporations, partnerships, busi­ 
ness and professional men. and the 
like, it is easy to compute incomes 
with tolerable accuracy and to collect 
the tax before it reaches the pockets 
of the individual recipients. 
In this 
manner the stigma of a “nation of 
liars” has been wiped out through the 
simple and effective expedient of giv­ 
ing the nation no chance to He. “Lead 
us not into temptation.” 
Besides, the 
present method of collection does not 
hurt so much. 
One does not miss 
i w hat he never possessed. 
The advocates of an income tax 
argue that it is the most equitable and 
ju st form of raising revenue for the 
reason that it places the burden of 
government on the shoulders of those 
most able to bear it. 
They contend 
th at a graduated income tax is also 
justified for the reasou th at a man 
receiving $100,000 per year can better 
afford to part w ith IO per cent of it, or 
$10,000, than a man receiving $1,000 
can afford to part with I per cent, or 
$10, for the one with the large income 
would still have left $90,000, while he 
w ith the sm aller income would have 
only $990. 
The old notion th at men 
spend according to their incomes is 
largely exploded. 
There are certain 
fixed amounts th at each being has to 
pay for the necessities of life, and 
above this the amount expended grad­ 
ually lessens according to the tempera 
ment of the spender. 
A Senator of the New School. 
The man who introduced the income 
tax amendment which is now going 
to the various states for ratification is 
a new member of the upper house, Sen­ 
ator Norris Brown of Nebraska About 
all the general public knows of Sena­ 
tor Brown is th at he is an anti-monop­ 
olist, that he ran for the senate on an 
antl-railroad platform, th at he beat 
Edward Rosewater of the Omaha Bee 
for the place, shortly after which poor 
Rosewater, like Horace Greeley, died, 
ond that when attorney general of 
Nebraska Brown beat the railroads on 
a bunch of tax suits that immediately 
made him the idol of the other tax­ 
payers. This, I repeat, is the general 
knowledge of the man. 
By looking 
at 
the 
congressional 
directory 
or 
“Who’s Who” or some other publica­ 
tion, read chiefly by those 
whose 
names appear 
therein, 
the 
reader 
might also learn that Mr. Brown was 
born in Iowa and graduated from the 
Iowa State university in 1883, that 
he afterward practiced law a t Kear­ 
ney, Neb., th at he was twice county 
attorney, th at he ran for congress and 
was defeated, th at he was assistant at­ 
torney general and afterw ard attorney 
general of Nebraska, that he is forty- 
six years old and some other biograph­ 
ical dictionary facts in kind. 
So much for statistics. 
It just hap­ 
pens that I nsed to know Norris Brown 
when I was trying to run a country 
paper at Kearney and he w as trying 
to be a lawyer. 
I hope he made 
better out of his effort than I did at 
mine and believe he did. 
He must 
have done so or be would not now be 
in the senate. 
A Personal Touch. 
There is nothing like the democracy 
of young fellows in a western town, 
and even though we did belong to 
different parties I think I knew Norris 
Brown in those days and believe J 
know him yet, and if he is as I sized 
him up you should keep your eye on 
him, for he will go far. 
A capital 
campaigner, with a fund of happy 
humor and telling anecdotes, he is yet 
a man with stuff in him, one who will 
dare much for a principle, one who in 
tensely admires the La Follette brand 
of politics and one who belongs dis­ 
tinctively to the new school. ‘He is a 
chap of roily poly physique, but with 
a good, strong face, a rather luminous 
brown eye, in which plays almost al­ 
ways a kindly twinkle; a square mouth, 
with a rather whimsical upper lip. and 
a head and face that denote sturdi­ 
ness, readiness and strength—natural­ 
ly a likable man and unpremeditatedly 
so, one who can say keen and cutting 
things with a smile, a fighter with the 
face of a cherub, one who is not 
afraid to meet anybody or any situa­ 
tion, a man ambitious, tactful, win­ 
ning and with the “smile th at never 
comes off.” 
I hope I have not over­ 
drawn the picture. 
There is always 
danger of that with one we have 
known and liked. And I confess that 
I like Brown more now since reading 
his career than I did in the days when 
I knew. him. 
That was nearly twenty 
years ago, and his whole upward path 
has been traveled since. 
Here are three incidents of his life 
that give some index to his character. 
The first was as a boy, w hen he rode 
for several years to school, a distance 
of eight miles, on one of the farm 
horses. 
The second was when the farm boy 
had become attorney general of his 
state. 
It was a state th at the rail­ 
roads had run for years until there 
was an uprising and the legislature 
passed a law forcing the railroads to 
pay their ju st portion of the taxes 
The roads got out an injunction in the 
federal courts, and all their high priced 
legal talent appeared to fight the suit. 
On the other side was the young at 
torney general practically alone. For 
nearly a year the case w as contested, 
and Brown won the victory. 
The third event is in the United 
States senate, where the same figure, 
though new in that august chamber, 
has the courage to appear against 
all the older members in a fight for 
the publishers of America in behalf of 
a lower duty on wood pulp and print 
paper. The young man won his spurs 
and before he was through had all the 
high priests of standpatism trying to 
answer him. 
For th at fight the newspaper men of 
the country ought to love him, and tot 
his income tax amendment the whole 
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New York. Aug. 25.—Edward H. 
Harrim an came back to the United 
S tites while the financial world stood 
on its tip-toes in anxiety and expec­ 
tancy. 
He came back as he left on 
June I, last—a sick, tired man, seek­ 
ing health. Surrounded by his family 
and physicians at his magnificent, 
though uncompleted summer home at 
Arden on the Hudson, he has begun 
the "after cure” which he needs, fol­ 
lowing 
the 
enervating 
baths 
and 
dietetic treatm ent at the Austrian 
resort, Bad Gasteln. 
How long he 
will remain in seclusion, how long it 
will be before he resumes the active 
direction of his vast railroad inter­ 
ests, depends solely upon his health. 
He arrived feeble, face gaunt and 
voice weak. “And I have come home,” 
he said, “for a cure, and not for work.” 
Many great Americans have re­ 
turned to their country’s shores under 
extraordinary circumstances, but never 
has there been a more remarkable 
homecoming of a private citizen than 
Mr. Harriman’s. 
G reat stock m arket 
operators paused as his ship drew 
near, the stock m arket itself marked 
time, and the industrial world turned 
its eyes seaward, as it were, eager 
for a glimpse of the face of the m an 
whose illness abroad has furnished 
much material for stock market ru­ 
mors. 
Contrary to expectations, the finan­ 
cier did not leave the steamer down 
the bay, but remained on board until 
the vessel docked at Hoboken. Then, 
after being assisted ashore, he board­ 
ed a Southern Pacific tug and was 
taken to Jersey City where he was 
again assisted to his private car. From 
there the trip was quickly made up 
the Hudson to his mountain home at 
Arden. 
Talks to Reporters. 
Although he flashed ashore a brief 
m essage of optimism and conversed 
for a time with interviewers after the 
steam er’s arrival at quarantine, it w as 
not until he had come ashore, been 
transferred from Hoboken to Jersey 
City and placed comfortably in his 
private car that Mr. Harriman talked 
freely about himself—his health and 
his hopes of early recovery. Then, 
reclining on a couch, pale and en­ 
feebled, but with his usual optimism 
and tenacity of mind, he talked to an 
audience of more than a score of 
newspaper men before leaving for 
Arden. 
He began by apologizing for his re­ 
cumbent position, while talking, say­ 
ing that while he had taken his m eals 
regularly all the way over, just be­ 
fore he reached quarantine he was at­ 
tacked with nauaea. 
This, he said, 
necessitated his lying down. 
Mr. 
Harriman 
discussed 
things 
trivial and pertinent, and spoke light­ 
ly of the trying ordeals which physi­ 
cians had prescribed for him abroad. 
“I am entirely satisfied with by trip 
abroad, as far as my health is con­ 
cerned,” he said, “and I have nothing 
on my mind except to come home and 
take the ‘after cure.’ I lost ten pounds 
while over there and for a little fel­ 
low like me, that is a great deaL* 
Turning to railroad matters, one of 
the first questions asked concerned 
his reported controlling interests ta 
New York Central stock, an option 
which would give him with his other 
roads, an unbroken line of steel east 
and west from coa3t to coast. 
“That is an easy one,” said the 
financier, “but I would not tell you if 
I had.” 
Mr. Harriman would not say Just 
w hat new undertakings he proposed. 
“But,” he said, “it is in my mind to 
open up new territory and to build 
new tributary lines. This means new 
settlem ents and more people.” 
This 
attitude 
he 
emphasiaed 
throughout his talk on railroad m at­ 
ters, leaving the inference th at he 
contemplated 
improvements 
rather 
than increased dividends. 
In this connection the action of the 
directors of the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific railroads Tuesday is 
significant. Both m et but declared 
only a regular dividend. 


Son Killed and Father Dying. 
Peoria, 111., Aug. 25.—Dr. Fay E. Ed­ 
wards, aged twenty-four, was instant­ 
ly killed and his father, Dr. J. E. Ed­ 
wards, aged seventy, was fatally in­ 
jured when a fast Chicago and North­ 
western passenger train struck their 
automobile on a crossing near Tou­ 
lon. 
The aged physician suffered in­ 
ternal injuries and is not expected to 
live.
